Outstate Drug Money Up

Outstate areas will be receiving a 


bigger injection of funds in the coming 
year to treat drug abusers, including 
the first residential drug treatment 
center west of Lincoln 


In a rough draft of its 1975-76 action 


plan, the State Commission on Drugs 
has proposed a residential drug treat- 
ment and rehabilitation center in 
Scottsbluff. 


The center is part of the com- 


mission's overall plans to award $451,- 
000 in state and federal money to com- 
bat drug abuse That's a $96,000 in- 
crease over what is being spent during 
the current fiscal year. 


Much of the money destined for 


rural drug programs is strictly state 
and local money, according to Jeff 
Kushner, executive director of the 
commission 


No Rural Federal Recognition 
"The federal government hasn't 


recognized the drug problem in rural 
areas, "Kushner said The commission 
feels the outstate drug problem needs 
attention. 


Part of the increase in outstate 


funds for the coming year results from 
LB486 which provides for treatment 
and counselling of drug offenders 
through community mental health 
centers 


Kushner said a survey of 43 judges 


outside the Lincoln and Omaha areas 
revealed that 667 offenders would be 
referred to the community mental 
health centers. 


The Scottsbluff residential center 


would get $60,000 under the draft and 
could handle as many as 11 people at 
one time. 


Separate From Panhandle 


Although it would be a separate 


facility from the Panhandle Com- 
munity Mental Health Center, it 
would be operated under its auspices 
along the lines of treatment homes in 
Omaha. 


In the past, drug abusers from the 


Scottsbluff area needing treatment in 
a residential setting were sent to Lin- 
coln, Omaha and the Hastings 
Regional Ceter.

The ministers affirmed their 


readiness, as one of them said in 
private, to "assist those forces in 
the country who wish to 
preserve the institutions and 
practices of democracy." 


This means those parties and 


elements of the Armed Forces 
Movement not prepared to per- 
mit Portugal to be pushed back 
into an authoritarian regime of 
the right or to be dominated by 
the Communists.

of seeming to interfere in Por-

While a comic book and a novel have words 


and a story in common, all kids who can handle 
a few Shazams with pictures carrying the action 
can't wade through Jules Verne. 


Because children the same age read at 


different levels, Joe Mara is hatching his 
prescriptive reading brainchild, a testing 
program that Nebraska teachers may use begin- 
ning in September. 


Goal Is Better Diagnosis 


The intent is to "give teachers better 


methods for diagnosing what kids can and can't 
do" in kindergarten through 6th-grade reading 
and language arts classes, said Mara, consultant 
in the State Department of Education. 


The tests provide teachers with the tools 


that not only allow them to identify student 
skills needs, but to prescribe, organize and offer 
programs to correct children's weak areas, said 
Mary Lou Merdan. 


Mrs. Merdan is a reading specialist on 


assignment to Lincoln's Educational Service 
Unit 18, which is helping to develop the tests. 


The program defies "just sticking a whole 


group of 30 kids into one book" and ordering 
them to read, Mara said. 


Commercial Materials Studied 


"To provide teachers with a way to design 


programs suitable for student needs, we are 
studying commercially-available materials," 
such as texts, films, tapes and records, to key to 
skills exercises in the tests, Mrs. Merdan 
explained. The "prescriptions" may be made 
for individual students or small groups. 


"Most teachers nght now try and do that on 


individually built tests," or with mass- 
distributed standardized tests, Mara said. But 
the problem with those is that many "have 
never been validated" to eliminate discrimina- 
tion against certain groups of children and cor- 
responding limits in their abilities. 


Moreover, commercially-offered tests 


"suffer from inflexibility," and "cost a for- 
tune," he said And most commercial reading 
programs are "built parallel to a textbook 
series." 


Program Independent 


The new program, developed in part by the 


Lincoln and Omaha Public Schools, is 
"completely independent," Mara said; it may 


be used in connection with any Nebraska 
teacher's approach to reading, and will be of- 
fered free to schools. 


It's "flexible enough to include 10 or more 


skills" voung readers need, he said. Teachers 
may use any or all of them, or develop more on 
their own to serve their students' particular 
needs 


"This reading program isn't designed to 


compare a kid to any other kids," Mara said. 
"It's designed to compare him to what he ought 
to be able to do "

training — another bonus — and allows a school 
system to offer a langue development program 
that's coordinated through the primary grades,

Keys had checked into a Lincoln hotel Friday 
after his wife became sick. He promptly switched 
over to Continental Trailways but decided to make 
another check for his bag. Success! 
The money problems will be over once Keys 
gets to Vancouver, B.C., Canada. 
He has more trip money waiting there, but he 
can’t sign for it until he actually shows up. Keys 
said, and he doesn’t want to make recovery more 
difficult by crossing the border until he gets his bag 
back. 
With any unaccustomed luck, by Thursday he 
may. He tried calling the Omaha Greyhound 
manager to see about having the bag flown out, but 
with the Memorial Day holiday. Keys said there 
were no managers to be found. 


That seems to follow the mold of his tales 
about dealing with the bus company. First, Keys 
said, he was told in Fayetteville that there was no 
station supervisor when in fact there was. Keys 
claims he was told to go on to Washington, D.C., to 
talk to a senior official of Greyhound, a “ most 
arrogant chap,” he recalls. 
Keys says he went into the street to get a 
policeman to help him get some action with the of­ 
ficial. His son compared the man to “a Hun.” 
Whether the official put him off or was “doing 
his job” big-city fashion is impossible to say. Keys 
expected more from the nation’s Capital City. 
Toledo’s Too Much 
And why his bag went on to New York without 
him is also impossible to say. Keys relates more 
frustration with bus line terminal and district 
managers in Pittsburgh and Toledo, Ohio. In 
Toledo, he passed out.

Though Suzy can breeze through Captain 
.Marvel, she might get swamped trying to 
fathom the feats of Captain Nemo. 
While a comic book and a novel have words 
and a story in common, all kids who can handle 
a few Shazams with pictures carrying the action 
can’t wade through Jules Verne. 
Because children the same age read at 
different levels, Joe Mara is hatching his 
prescriptive reading brainchild, a testing 
program that Nebraska teachers may use begin­ 
ning in September. 


Goal Is Better Diagnosis 
The intent is to “give teachers better 
methods for diagnosing what kids can and can’t 
do” in kindergarten through 6th-grade reading 
and language arts classes, said Mara, consultant 
in the State Department of Education. 


The tests provide teachers with the tools 
that not only allow them to identify student 
skills needs, but to prescribe, organize and offer 
programs to correct children’s weak areas, said 
Mary Lou Merdan. 


.Mrs. Merdan is a reading specialist on 
assignment to Lincoln’s Educational Service 
Unit 18, which is helping to develop the tests. 


The program defies “just sticking a whole 
group of 30 kids into one book” and ordering 
them to read, Mara said. 


Commercial .Materials Studied 
“To provide teachers with a way to design 
programs suitable for student needs, we are 
studying commercially-available materials,” 
such as texts, films, tapes and records, to key to 
skills exercises in the tests, Mrs. Merdan 
explained. The “prescriptions” may be made 
for individual students or small groups. 


“ Most teachers right now try and do that on 
individually built tests,” or with mass- 
distributed standardized tests, Mara said. But 
the problem with those is that many “have 
never been validated” to eliminate discrimina­ 
tion against certain groups of children and cor­ 
responding limits in their abilities. 


Moreover, 
commercially-offered 
tests 
“suffer from inflexibihty,” and “cost a for­ 
tune,” he said And most commercial reading 
programs are “ built parallel to a textbook 
series.” 
Program Independent 
The new program, developed in part by the 
Lincoln and Omaha Public Schools, is 
“completely independent,” Mara said; it may 


be used in connection with any Nebraska 
teacher’s approach to reading, and will be of­ 
fered free to schools. 
It’s “flexible enough to include 10 or more 
skills” young readers need, he said. Teachers 
may use any or all of them, or develop more on 
their own to serve their students’ particular 
needs. 


“This reading program isn’t designed to 
compare a kid to any other kids,” Mara said. 
“It’s designed to compare him to what he ought 
to be able to do.” 


The pri^ram requires limited teacher 
training — another bonus — and allows a school 
system to offer a langue development program 
that’s coordinated through the primary grades. 


Panel Su^ested Changes 
Mrs. Merdan said the tests were validated 
by a “review panel of leading educators in 
Nebraska,” who suffered suggestions for revi­ 
sion. 


Questions about comprehension, reference 
study skills and vocabulary were applied 
statewide to students, for example, in small 
towns and inner-city urban schools, and ranging 
to children of migrant workers. 


After more analysis, Mrs. Merdan said her 
staff will revise the program once more, by Ju­ 
ly- 


The Education Department stresses the 
new prescriptive reading program won’t be 
mandatory or even recommended. It’s simply 
available to help kids. 
LPS Hopes To use It 
In the Lincoln Public Schools, Associate 
Superintendent for Instruction Ron Brandt said, 
“ We hope to use it ourselves.” 


“We would hke to have an indication of 
what kinds of experiences students should 
have” to hone their reading skills, he said. That 
desire also was also expressed by candidates in 
the recent campaign for three school board 
seats. 
Brandt noted the Education Department 
tests are being built and revised from some 
materials already having success in Nebraska, 
such as Project Instruct, and Omaha-developed 
programs. 


Eventually, Brandt said, “older kids” 
beyond 6th grade may benefit, as a wider range 
of testing materials becomes available, each in­ 
dicating whether a student has mastered a basic 
skill. 
“It’s a long-range program,” he said.

In his 
energy-conservation program. 
Ford has proposed an eventual 
$3-a-barrel taiiff on foreign oil 
and a gradual phaseout of price 
controls on crude oil products to 
make the United States energy 
self-sufficient by the 1980s. 
The President already has im­ 
posed the first dollar of the 
tariff, which he says is designed 
to encourage fuel conservation. 
Administration officials say 
removing price controls on 
domestic crude oil will en­ 
courage increased production. 
Administration officials have 
estimated that a second in­ 
crease in the oil-tariff would 
add one to one-and-one half 
cents to the price of a gallon of 
gasoline. 
Ford originally planned to add 
a dollar a barrel to the tariff for 


three successive months, star­ 
ting in February. But he put off 
the two final dollars when 
Congress started to act on 
energy legislation. 


The House Ways and Means 
Committee has approved an 
energy bill, but the House post­ 
poned action on it until after 
Congress returns from a 
Memorial Day recess next week. 


The House com m ittee 
measure proposes an increase in 
gasoline taxes from 3 cents a 
gallon in the next year to as high 
as 23 cents a gallon over a period 
of years. The federal tax on gas­ 
oline is now 4 cents a gallon. 


Frank G. Zarb, the federal 
energy administrator, has said 
that another dollar a barrel in­ 
crease in the oil tariff would add 
one to one-and-one-half cents to 
the cost of a gallon of gasoline.

DAR EIS SALAAM, Tanzania (AP) — 
Tanzania on Monday rejected demands 
for $460,000, arms and ammunition made 
by leftist Zaire guerrillas as ransom for 
the release of two young Americans and a 
Dutch woman, stating that the govern­ 
ment “ will not be blackmailed.” 


U.S. Ambassador Beverly Carter, after 
meeting with Tanzanian President Julius 
Nyerere, told newsmen the Tanzanian 
government statement may sound “harsh 
and unyielding” but he believed the Tan­ 
zanians were as concerned as the 
Americans about saving the captives. 


Carter, grim-faced, said: “ President 
Nyerere expressed his personal and his 
government’s concern about the safety of 
the students who are still held captive 
and decried kidnaping as a tool to gain 
publicity. 


“We are not without hope that a resolu­ 
tion of the problem can free the 
remaining students.” Carter said he was 
not sure what either government’s next 
moves would be. 


The guerrillas, who threatened the 
hostages’ lives, also demanded the 
release of an unspwified number of their 
leaders detained in Tanzania and hun­ 
dreds of rifles, cannons and thoustmds of 
rounds of ammunition. They are 
members of the Marxist Popular 
Revolutionary Party opposed to Presi­ 
dent Mobutu Sese Seko of Zaire and his 
pro-American policies. 


The ransom conditions were brought to 
Dar es Salaam on Sunday by Barbara 
Smuts, 24, of Ann Arbor, Mich., who was 
freed by the guerrillas after they rowed 
her in a boat for 15 hours across Lake 
Tanganyika from Zaire to Tamania.

Premier Of Lebanon Resigns 


BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) - Volleys ot 


gunfire greeted the resignation of 
Lebanon's first military premier Monday, 
sending residents fleeing for cover on 
streets piled high with rotting garbage. 


Some of theshots were fired in joy by op- 


position Moslems, others in anger by Chris- 
tian right-wingers who had supported Brig. 
Gen. Noureddm Rifai and his new cabinet 
of six military generals and one civilian. 


Rifai quit after three days in office 


because mounting opposition from left- 
wing political groups and Moslem factions 
failed to halt a week of bloody civil strife in 
this small country. So far more than 100 
have been killed and 300 wounded. 


President Suleiman Franjieh accepted 


Rifai's resignation but asked him to stay on 
in a caretaker capacity. It was not im- 
mediately clear whether other cabinet 
members would resign as well, ending 
Lebanon's first experiment with a military 
government in 32 years of independence. 


Machine-gun battles, bazooka blasts and 


heavy explosions roared intermittently in 
several residential sectors. Uncollected 
garbage stank on street corners, schools 
and commercial establishments remained 
closed, international telephone and postal 
service was disrupted 


In the midst of the chaos. Israeli troops 


staged another cross-border raid, their 
second in two days against the southern 
Lebanese village of Aita al-Chaab. 


Communiques from Tel Aviv said the 


Israelis 
were hunting Palestinian 


guerrillas. But the Lebanese Defense 
Mimstery said the 100-man force clashed 
only with Lebanese army troops, and was 
repelled by artillery and mortar fire No 
casualties were reported 


, An Israeli raid on the same village bun- 
day was accompanied by the first Israeli air 
strikes on Lebanon in five months creating 
more problems for their smallest and 
weakest Arab neighbor. 


Beirut's reputation as a tourist and finan- 


cial center in the Middle East has already 
suffered. Now Lebanese leaders are trying 
to avert further fragmentation of their 
three million citizens in warring political 
and religious factions. 


The crisis began last month when hostili- 


ty between Palestinian guerrillas and right- 
wing Phalangists exploded in a miniwar 
that left 200 dead and 500 wounded. 


The Christian Phalangists accused the 


Moslem-supported Palestinians of 
threatening Lebanese stability by acting 
like a "state within a state." The 
Palestinians responded that the 
Phalangists were trying to impose restric- 
tions aimed at disarming the guerrillas and 
lulling their liberation war against Israel. 


Premier Rashid Solh's civilian govern- 


ment resigned during a month-long truce 
that failed to resolve the dispute. 


Street fighting erupted again last 


Tuesday. The Phalangists fielded an army 
of 6,000 militiamen in attacks on Palesti- 
nian refugee camps, which are the 
headquarters of 12,000 guerrillas. The 
Palestinians retaliated against Phalange 
outposts in neighboring residential areas. 


By week's end Franjieh turned to the 


military for a government that pledged to 
restore law and order. Rifai was appointed 
Fnday night, together with a cabinet of six 
generals and one investment banker. 


The new government created a storm of 


political opposition and did nothing to halt 


the fighting. The army remained in its 
barracks while gunmen from a dozen 
Moslem and left-wing factions took to the 
streets and subdivided Beirut with 
barricades. 


These groups continued the conflict 


when the Palestinians and Phalangists in- 
dicated they would not oppose the cabinet 
change. Left-wing agitators called for 
general strikes in Tripoli and Sidon, the 
two main cities outside Beirut. 


By Monday it became apparent that 


Rifai was a "weekend premier." It put 
Franjieh back in the hot seat of finding a 
government leader .Acceptable to all parties 
in the dispute. 


The Palestinians have said they will not 


interfere in Lebanon's internal politics, but 
they are obviously concerned about main- 
taining an armed presence in Lebanon's 14 
refugee camps. 


Pierre Gemayel. leader of the Phalangist 


party, commented only indirectly on 
Rifai's resignation. He told a news con- 
ference: 


"When a government resigns in a 


democratic regime, it remains in power to 
take care of pending affairs. And the first 
of our pending affairs is to restore law and 
order 


"This is an unfortunate battle because it 


has no sense. It is a unique battle in the 
world, I believe, because we are fighting 
without knowing why," 


The nearest answer to this question, 


Gemayel added, was the "unfortunate 
growth of foreigners in our midst, because 
the other Arab countries don't want to 
accept them." 


He was obviously referring to Lebanon's 


200,000 Palestinian refugees.

Atlantic Quake ' 


LISBON, Portugal (AP) - A 


powerful earthquake was 
reported Monday in the mid- 
Atlantic between Portugal and 
the Azores. 


The quake, which occurred 


shortly after 10 a m., shook cen- 
tral Portugal and western Spam 
and caused no damage or in- 
juries on the mainland. Slight 
damage was reported on the 
Madeira Islands, about 500 miles 
west of the Moroccan coast. 


A spokesman at the Por- 


tuguese Institute of Geophysics 
said the quake had a magnitude 
of 7.5 on the Richter scale. 


However, the U.S. Geological 


Survey in Washington and the 
National Earthquake Informa- 
tion Center outside Denver both 
said the quake measured 8.0 on 
the Richter scale, making it the 
first "great" earthquake since 
1971 


They located the center of the 


quake about 500 miles southwest 
of Lisbon and almost 200 miles 
northwest of the Madeira 
Islands.

A Farewell To The Niobrara 


This piece is called "A Farewell to the 


Niobrara," because at this point 
Nebraska's most beautiful river valley 
looks to be on an irreversible course to 
permanent and damaging change. 


I feel obligated to describe a recent 


canoe trip down the Niobrara east of 
Valentine. If Congress comes through 
with the money to go with prior project 
authorization, construction of the O'Neill 
Unit and its Norden Dam could begin 
next year. 


Thus I might literally be one of the last 


few to have taken a look at a rare 
ecological system before the taming of a 
wild river. 


The Norden Dam, briefly, will make a 


big, 19-mile-long lake of the Niobrara 
from a point south of Norden to about ten 
miles east of Valentine. What will result? 
Placid water where white water used to 
run; silt building up in backwaters where 
the sandy bottom of a fast-flowing river 
could once be seen; a dry river below the 
dam during the fill period and for part of 
each year thereafter. 


At a cost of some $140 million, the dam 


and the canal system leading east to the 
O'Neill area will be constructed to feed 
water to 77,000 acres of cropland whose 
groundwater supply has been exhausted 
by ovenrrigation. The land will be sur- 


face irrigated and the percolating effect 
will also recharge the groundwater supp- 
ly.The corn yield will undoubtedly in- 
crease, as it did dramatically when irriga- 
tion first came to the area. There is no 
doubting the annual economic benefits to 
the relatively few irrigators who will gain 
from the O'Neill unit — benefits which 
will trickle down and make the area more 
economically sound. 


There will be recreation benefits, too, 


if you don't think about the tragedy of 
destroying a wild river to make a lake. 


More Nebraskans, possibly, would use 


the reservoir for recreation than now use 
the river, but the number of people 
visiting Fort Niobrara National Wildlife 
Refuge and putting in on the river below 
Fort Falls is rapidly increasing. 


We saw 109 other people on the river by 


noon on the day our party of 52 began its 
27-mile canoe trip down the Niobrara. 
Landowner fred Krzyzanowski said he 
saw about 100 canoes on the river on one 
day the week before. 


%t enough people, however, — nor the 


right people, apparently, — have seen 
Nebraska's most scenic spot, although op- 
position to the dam is building. 


The State Game & Parks Commission 


long ago withdrew its support of the 
O'Neill Unit project so far as recreational 
development is concerned and an 
amalgam of environmentalists, conser- 
vationists and ranchers oppose the dam- 
ming of the Niobrara. 


Even some specialists normally given 


to supporting water projects have their 
doubts about this one: will the benefits to 
a relative few justify the high cost and the 
environmental destruction? 


Although a chorus of "NO" may be 


now beginning to echo across the state, 
the problem is one of reversing a political 
process seemingly set on an immutable 
course. It would be a heroic effort likened 
to staunching a tidal wave or reducing 
bureaucracy.

outdoor snob. I summered in the Rockies 
as a youngster — scrambling up scree, 
sliding down glaciers, summit-dashing 
across the Mummy Range, packing into 
the majestic back country between Wild 
Basin and Grand Lake where there were 
far more trout than tourists. But my heart 
has always belonged to the corn country 
and high plains of my native state.

Niobrara widens out somewhat and is 
shallow enough so that the sandy bottom 
is clearly visible through the clean water.

Upriver the Niobrara generally runs 


between high, soft sandstone-limestone 
cliffs close in; down river it becomes a 
more mature river valley with wider, 
softer hills. 


The mix of plant life and forestation is 


eyecatching: oak, willow, paper birch, 
cottonwood, boxelder, scotch pine, 
ponderosa, red cedar, elm, ash. Wild 
grape vines are everywhere — some 
choking the trees to death. There are cat- 
nip, goldenrod, wild rose, gooseberry, 
plum brush, sumac bushes, rosehips, cat- 
tails. 


All along the river little tributaries and 


spring-fed freshets add to the flow. The 
soft cliffs "bleed" water and there are 
mimwaterfalls at frequent intervals 
between Fort Falls and Rocky Ford, 
some 25 miles or more downstream. 


There the river is wide again, with sand 


bars along its north shoreline just before 
the river takes a six to eight foot plunge 
over rocks both smooth and jagged. 
Rocky Ford stops most canoeists. One 
woman died there earlier this year. It is a 
beautiful area nevertheless, but fated to 
be submerged by the Norden Dam reser- 
voir. 


You can see the beehive-like nests of 


the cliff swallows; redwing blackbirds 
perched on driftwood; leftovers from 
beavers at work and their ingeniously 
engineered dams; darting killdeer and 
wood ducks and mallards; if you're lucky 
and especially observant, whitetail deer. 
And wood ticks and snakes. During our 
first afternoon on the river several turkey 
buzzards were stacked in a holding 


pattern in a perfect blue sky, awaiting 
some predator to finish their dirty work. 


If the Norden dam is built, for 19 miles 


all of the above will be under water 
except for the turkey buzzards and the 
other fowl — which will have to seek new 
habitat. 


With a slight tailwind we drifted and 


paddled until we reached Fred Kr- 
zyzanowski's green meadow, where we 
stopped for the day. 


Krzyzanowski, 76, has lived on the river 


with his wife since 1941, when he and his 
brother bought 1,700 acres of bottom and 
canyon and ridge land for $7.40 an acre. 
He said they could have bought a lot more 
land "up on top" for $3 an acre, but were 
afraid to take the gamble. He owns Smith 
Falls, surely Nebraska's most beautiful — 
a 65-foot spring-fed plume of water 
splashing onto a canyon floor. He 
welcomes anybody who wants to camp on 
his property if they'll only clean up after 
themselves. 


Krzyzanowski is a talkative, friendly 


man who remembers when he was a boy 
living north of Alliance seeing Jules San- 
doz driving his buckskin team past the 
place on his way to register Kincaiders at 
the Box Butte County courthouse. The 
reputedly nasty Jules, he said, was mis. 
understood. With a smile he recalls 
mimicking Jules' Swiss-German accent: 
"Gop! Gop! Gop! (Giddap)." 


Krzyzanowski opposes the O'Neill unit 


project. The reservoir would back up to, 
and perhaps onto, his land, taking some 
pasture where his and his brother's small 
herd now grazes. Hut even more than 
that, he feels that it would ruin the river 
for everyone.

In the late afternoon at the meadow 


•-• 
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camp I took a shower in Smith Falls. It 
will wake you up. Then a change of 
clothes and some bourbon and spring 
water at the tent with friends. (It should 
be pointed out that Scoutmaster Wilson, 
with a turkey feather stuck in his cam- 
paign hat and a plastic red and white 
bobber and tether holding on his glasses, 
is by nature a teetotaler and does not 
provide. The paying customer brings his 
own.) 


For an evening meal we had coffee, 


corn on the cob, baked beans spiced with 
the juice of home-made pickles, rib-eye 
steaks cooked over wood embers, peach 
cobbler, chocolate cake or brownies 
baked in a dutch oven, topped with ice 
cream transported in a dry-ice pack, and 
lemonade. 


The next morning, after an early 


sprinkling of rain settled the dust, we 
enjoyed a breakfast of pancakes and 
sausage and put in for the second and last 
leg of the trip. 


This would take us past, among other 


sites, Fred's brother's place, Sharp's pig 
farm, some pretty fair white water 
canoeing territory - the best and most 
fun of the trip — and a formation in the 
river channel fortuitously created for 
body surfing. 


It is a chute; a sloping granite trough 


through which water from both sides of 
the channel pours, roiling and dancing, 
whitecapped, downstream for some 50 
yards.

Several in our 
party went six times or more. It braced us 
for the last three miles to Rocky Ford.

But I have to digress back to Saturday 


night at the meadow camp and a camp- 
fire program given by UN-L folklorist- 
naturalist-entertainer Roger Welsch.

assume a Chamber of Commerce attitude 
and try to make Nebraska something it 
really isn't. We planted forests at Halsey 
that burn down or won't reproduce 
themselves. We pretend Nebraska is a 
tourist paradise. We ask for the expen- 
diture of vast sums of public money to 
force high-yield corn production from a 
relatively few thousand acres of what is 
really hay country. 


The question comes back — giving full 


attention to the economic requirements 
of that north-central Nebraska area and 
the fact of a food-short world — : do the 
benefits justify the cost?

A Farewell To The Niobrara 


This piece is caUed “A FareweU to the 
N iobrara.” 
because at this point 
Nebraska’s most beautiful river valley 
looks to be on an irreversible course to 
permanent and damaging change. 
I feel obbgated to describe a recent 
canoe trip down the Niobrara east of 
Valentine. If Congress comes through 
with the money to go with prior project 
authorization, construction of the O’Neill 
Unit and its Norden Dam could begin 
next y ear.

If the Norden dam is built, for 19 miles 
all of the above will be under water 
except for the turkey buzzards and the 
other fowl — which will have to seek new 
habitat. 


With a slight tailwind we drifted and 
paddled until we reached Fred Kr- 
zy zanowski’s green meadow, where we 
stopped for the day . 
Krzy zanowski, 76, has lived on the river 
with his wife since 19 41, when he and his 
brother bought 1,700 acres of bottom and 
cany on and ridge land for $7.40 an acre. 
He said they could have bought a lot more 
land “up on top” for $3 an acre, but were 
afraid to take the gamble. He owns Smith 
Falls, surely Nebraska’s most beautiful — 
a 65-foot spring-fed plume of water 
splashing onto a cany on floor. He 
welcomes any body who wants to camp on 
his property if they ’ll only clean up after 
themselves. 
Kny zanowski is a talkative, friendly 
man who remembers when he was a boy 
living north of Alliance seeing Jules San- 
doz driving his buckskin team past the 
place on his way to register Kincaiders at 
the Box Butte County courthouse. The 
reputedly nasty Jules, he said, was mis­ 
understood. With a smile he recalls 
mimicking Jules’ Swiss-German accent: 
“Gop! Gop! Gop! (Giddap).” 


Krzy zanowski opposes the O’Neill unit 
project. The reservoir would back up to, 
and perhaps onto, his land, taking some 
pasture where his and his brother’s small 
herd now grazes. But even more than 
that, he feels that it would ruin the river 
for every one.

In the late afternoon at the meadow 
-------------------- 


camp I took a shower in Smith Falls. It 
will wake y ou up. Then a change of 
clothes and some bourbon and spring 
water at the tent with friends. (It should 
be pointed out that Scoutmaster Wilson, 
with a turkey feather stuck in his cam­ 
paign hat and a plastic red and white 
bobber and tether holding on his glasses, 
is by nature a teetotaler and does not 
provide. The pay ing customer brings his 
own.) 
For an evening meal we had coffee, 
com on the cob, baked beans spiced with 
the juice of home-made pickles, rib-ey e 
steaks cooked over wood embers, peach 
cobbler, chocolate cake or brownies 
baked in a dutch oven, topped with ice 
cream transported in a dry -ice pack, and 
lemonade. 
The next morning, after an early 
sprinkling of rain settled the dust, we 
enjoy ed a breakfast of pancakes and 
sausage and put in for the second and last 
leg of the trip. 
This would take us past, among other 
sites, Fred’s brother’s place. Sharp’s pig 
farm, some pretty fair white water 
canoeing territory — the best and most 
fun of the trip — and a formation in the 
river channel fortuitously created for 
body surfing. 


It is a chute; a sloping granite trough 
through which water from both sides of 
the channel pours, roiling and dancing, 
whitecapped, downstream for some 50 
y ards. You step in at the top, ease 
y ourself over belly first and let the water 
take y ou down the chute. Several in our 
party went six times or more. It braced us 
for the last three miles to Rocky Ford. 


The chute, sad to say , will be covered 
up too when the dam goes in.

But I have to digress back to Saturday 
night at the meadow camp and a camp­ 
fire program given by UN-L folklorist- 
naturalist-entertainer Roger Welsch. 
Welsch told some tall tales they told in 
old Nebraska day s -- evidence of grim, 
realistic prairie humor — and he sang 
some songs, accompanied by son Chris on 
the jew ’s-harp, popular in the day s 
Nebraska was being settled. 
My favorite is “Old Tom Moore,” in 
which Tom say s “they call me a rummy 
and a gin-pot, too, but what care I for 
praise,” and talks about Old Lame Jess, 
who was “never known to miss a drink or 
ever spend a cent.” 
But my mind was not so much on Old 
Tom’s adventures as on some things 
Welsch said about the settler’s view of 
this state. 


It is, for one thing, a land of contrast: 
hot and cold, floods and drouth. 


You could feel the contrasts on the 
Niobrara trip. On Saturday afternoon and 
evening y ou smelled the cool scent of a 
mountain pine forest. You could take a 
cup of drinking water from a spring, just 


— 


like in the high country . Sunday after­ 
noon was more familiar — the hot, dusty 
N e b ra s k a 
s um m e r 
s m e ll 
and 
grasshoppers and sweat. 
More to the point, early Nebraskans 
reacted to this region as it really is — 
extrem e, often cruel, relentless, 
capricious, challenging: the Great 
American Desert. 


Today , as Welsch noted, we too often 
assume a Chamber of Commerce attitude 
and try to make Nebraska something it 
really isn’t. We planted forests at Halsey 
that bum down or won’t reproduce 
themselves. We pretend Nebraska is a 
tourist paradise. We ask for the expen­ 
diture of vast sums of public money to 
force high-y ield corn production from a 
relatively few thousand acres of what is 
really hay country . 


The question comes back — giving full 
attention to the economic requirements 
of that north-central Nebraska area and 
the fact of a food-short world — : do the 
benefits justify the cost?

Nebraska IS irrigated farm land. It IS 
dry farm land. It IS the Sandhills with a 
native cover that should forever remain. 
It IS hay and grazing country and 
marginal crop production country . It is 
NOT one big irrigated com field. 
It IS also the Niobrara River valley — 
at least it once was. 
If enough people could see what it is 
that is threatened, I think the future 
would be very different. 
The Bureau of Reclamation is about to 
do something akin to slaughtering the last 
49 whooping cranes for their meat. That 
done, the species would be gone forever. 


A unique ecology , a wUd, beautiful 
river valley — Nebraska’s most splendid 
scenery — will be transformed into 
something it wasn’t meant to be. Thus, in 
effect, it will be gone forever, and the 
whole state will be the poorer for it.

How did the job get done?

Terrance Pesek recalls the 
meeting the day after the May 6 
storm.

"We saw the need for a 


tremendous labor force. It was 
the most pressing need, in the 
community," Pesek said. 


"But we had no idea how to go 


about it. We hadn't been through 
anything like this before." 


What officials hadn't, and 


couldn't, plan on was the out- 
pouring of volunteer work. 
About 9,000 persons registered 
to work during the next 10 days, 
and thousands more helped 
relatives and friends without 
registering. 


Omaha hadn't planned on the 


equipment and vhicles donated 
by Council Bluffs, Iowa, Douglas 
and Sarpy Counties, the 
Nebraska Department of Roads, 
the City of Lincoln or Offutt Air 
Force Base 


Officials who worked on or 


around the operation give much 
of the credit for direction of the 
cleanup to an unsung hero. 


He is Larry Herrmann, 34, 


assistant city maintenance 
engineer. 


"It seemed like he was 


everywhere, all the time," City 
Planner James F. Kelly said. 


Herrmann had help from ac- 


countants, 
businessmen, 


students, teachers, clerks, 
mechancis, butchers, bakers and 
candlestick makers. Nearly 
every stripe of society, it 
seemed. 


Herrmann estimated 90,000 


man hours were donated just by 
those who signed up with the ci- 
ty. 


A graduate of Kansas State 


University, Herrmann had taken 
the day off May 6. He had some 
things to take care of at home. 


The tornado passed obout a 


xmile from his home. Herrmann 
drove 
to 
emergency 


headquarters at the police sta- 
tion and met with Mayor 
Edward Zorinsky. 


The first job was to get as 


many streets open as possible. 
Rescue vehicles had to get 
through. 


Herrmann drove the streets of 


the damaged areas until 2:30 
a.m. "I was trying to find the 
limits of the damage," Herr- 
mann said. 


As the next day dawned, Herr- 


mann said, "We had no real 
plan. We were flying by the seat 
of our pants." 


Citizens were told to call if 


they wanted to volunteer to help 
in the cleanup. The damage area 
was cut into 23 sectors for better 
management of the cleanup. 


So many called to volunteer 


that the city was unable to call 
them all back. Herrman said, "I 
decided to just throw away the 
list. We had to rely on the news 


media to get the word out." 


By Friday, May 9, plans were 


under way for a mass volunteer 
effort on Saturday. City hall 
employes were asked to be 
foremen for volunteer crews. 
Citizens were told to assemble at 
two locations for bus transporta- 
tion to cleanup sites. 


Nearly 5,000 persons signed up 


Saturday. Officials estimate that 
perhaps 15,000 had helped in all. 


The next day was Mother's 


Day and it rained much of the 
afternoon. About 800 volunteers 
registered. 


"I had a group of people from 


age 12 to 60, and they went at it 
like apes," said S. P. Benson, a 
city planner who was a foreman 
for a volunteer team. 


"They'd work until it rained, 


and then we'd move under a half 
of a house that was left nearby. 
When it stopped, we worked 


again," Benson said. 


When a city employe wasn't 


available to be a foreman, a 
volunteer was designated before 
the bus moved into a stricken 
areas. 


On Monday, six days after the 


storm, much work remained. 


At a meeting of officials, 


Metro Area Transit Director 
Jerome Erdman suggested, "We 
ought to see if the schools will 
let the high school kids out of 
class to help with the cleanup." 


And so it happei.ed. On 


Tuesday and Wednesday, the se- 
cond major volunteer thrust, 
mostly senior high school 
students, picked up much of the 
remaining debris. 


One of the few serious 


organizational errors occurred 
Tuesday. Because of a mis- 
understanding, city officials 
thought most students would 


arrive for work in the afternoon. 


"We had about 3,000 kids at 


the Crossroads ready to work by 
9 a.m. and only about seven 
supervisors," planner Kelly said. 


Herrmann described the situa- 


tion as "utter chaos." 


The mayor told assistant 


Eugene Brailey to go through 
city hall and recruit supervisors. 
"If necessary,'the mayor said, 
"just say 'you and you and you 
are volunteered.' " 


Bailey obtained about 30 to 40 


volunteers and bus arrived to 
take them to the Crossroads. 


Meanwhile, other officials 


decided not to wait. "We just 
took every 20th kid and pinned a 
supervisor's button on him," 
Kelly said. 


"I admit to being a little un- 


easy for a while at the thought of 
3,000 kids in the area. But there 
were no major problems. They 
came to help." 


Herrmann said he had only 


one problem with a volunteer. It 
was a man who complained that 
the cleanup was too dis- 
organized. 


"I told him I'd let him coor- 


dinate the next disaster 
cleanup," Herrmann said.

Mayor Miller 
describes that feat as "an outstanding achievement and a great 
honor for a community this size." 


People Work Together 


Harper says Norfolk is a great place to live — but no more a 


"perfect city" than any other. The difference, he says, is people 
working together to solve problems. 


Harper has become something of an expert on how to succeed 


in the All-America Cities competition without really changing what 
you've been doing all along — simply by letting someone know 
about it. 


A one-year resident of Norfolk, he was with the Lexington 


Chamber of Commerce last year when that town became the fifth 
in Nebraska history to be accorded the All-America honor. Norfolk, 
the state's sixth, is Harper's second. 


"I daresay there are any number of communities that qualify 


for All-America City," Harper says. "The volunteer action is there 
— all it takes is entering " 


Grand Island was named All-America City twice. Might not

emphasized. "All three were winners," says Mayor Miller. They 
were:

Norfolk, 
the state’s sixth, is Harper’s second. 
“I daresay there are any number of communities that qualify 
for All-America City,’’ Harper says. “The volunteer action is there 
— all it takes is entering.” 
Grand Island was named All-America City twice. Might not 
Norfolk achieve the same distinction? “Perhaps not as early as next 
year, but it wouldn’t surprise me,” says Miller. Winning the honor 
ensures that “even more people will now rally behind community 
things,” he says. 
Slide Program Prepared 
After Harper and Miller’s coffee conversation last summer, 
the chamber staff prepared an entry form which won Norfolk a 
spot among 21 finalists. A citizens’ committee, using slides 
provided free by photographer Bill Christian, prepared a ten- 
minute presentation for the judges. 
Three board areas of Norfolk citizen accomplishment were 
emphasized. “All three were winners,” says Mayor Miller. They 
were. 
—Educational services. Typical of Norfolk’s cooperative spirit, 
Harper saj^, was the drive to raise endowment funds to provide 
perpetual income for Norfolk’s Catholic parochial schools. 
Recognizing the importance of alternative methods of educa­ 
tion, an interdenominational group headed by a Methodist set out 
to raise $1 million. 


Although less than 20% of Norfolk residents are Catholic, half 
of the $250,000 raised in the initial drive came from non-Catholic 
sources. And the Catholic parish priest served on the advisory 
board of a group which successfully sought passage of bond issues 
to expand public school facilitites.

slid 11.5% during the first 
three months of the year. 
“Robbed of earnings retained 
for reinvestment, and facing 
poor prospects of raising the 
money on Wall Street or at the 
local banks,” McCollister said, 
“ businesses have cut back their 
plans to invest in new plants and 
equipment.” 
McCollister claims the public 
does not understand the true 
role of profits in the nation’s 
economic system. 
Profits are used to finance 
new job creation either through 
direct investment or by using 
them as dividends or interest to 
raise capital for such in­ 
vestments, McCollister said. 
McCollister said that from 
1960 through 1973, the United 
States ranked “ dead last” 
among the world’s industrial 
nations in per capita in­ 
vestments in new plants and 
equipment. The stagnation and 
recent decline in the economy is 
the product of years of under­ 
investment, he said. 


McCollister added that recent 
congressional actions have dis­ 
couraged, rather than promoted 
increased investments, and said 
raising the money needed to 
create 20 million new jobs 
needed by 1985 will be “a tough 
challenge.”

Placing the ten is simply a 


matter of logic.

Guess situations may per­ 
plex, confound and bewilder 
players from time to time, but if 
you know anyone who guesses 
right a high percentage of the 
time, rest assured that it’s not 
just luck.

If he thinks East 
has the king and West the jack, 
he plays the queen. (If either 
defender has both honors, 
declarer's play does not mat­ 
ter.) 
South is not faced with a 
really difficult guess if he is on 
the ball. He should play the ten. 
Playing the ten is simply a 
matter of logic. Declarer 
assumes that if East had the 
king of diamonds, the defenders 
would have arranged for West 
to win the second round of 
hearts and lead a diamond.

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Father's No Bystander

Mary Bills will tell you that childbirth is no 


breeze — it's hard, exhausting work. 


But through education and training in the 


Lamaze method of childbirth and the presence 
of her husband in the delivery room, the births 
of both her daughters were moments to be 
remembered with pride. 


Many women like Mary Bills prefer Lamaze 


childbirth because husbands become active par- 
ticipants in the birth process instead of being 
helpless and anxious bystanders. 


Lamaze fathers largely will say that they, 


too, enjoyed the birth experience. As John Bills 
puts it, "I'm glad I was there." 


Students of Lamaze are so convinced of the 


method's effectiveness that they unabashedly 
admit to carrying Lamaze pamphlets with them 
at all times. 


If the occasion arises, they will even "ac- 


cost" pregnant women on streets, in elevators 
and tennis clubs to spread the message of 
Lamaze childbirth — one of beauty and joy; 
without fear and, in many cases, without 
medication or pain. 


Lamaze or prepared childbirth — called 


"natural" childbirth by some — takes its name 
from a French obstetrician, the late Dr. Ferdi- 
nand Lamaze. 


"Lamaze involves the husband more in 


pregnancy. He has to practice and go to the 
classes," said Sandy Hansen, who has had two 
children by the Lamaze method. "It makes him 
more interested and excited about the baby. 


"Childbirth is one of the high points in life 


and it should be shared. It brought my husband 
and I closer together." 


Full Range Of Feelings 


"You see a full range of feelings in the 


fathers," said Phyllis Kenney, RN, Lamaze in- 
structor at St. Elizabeth Community Health 
Center. "Some women say, 'My husband 
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wanted to take it,' and some fathers say, 'I'm 
here because my wife brought me.' 


"It is most exciting for me to see the growth 


and change of attitudes in guys who say their 
wives 'made them come.' It's an occasional man 
who doesn't get excited through the whole 
experience. 


"And the woman feels good because he is 


there," she said. 


Two local groups specializing in Lamaze 


childbirth education and preparation classes are 
the Childbirth Education Association of Lincoln 
(CEA) and the American Society for Psycho- 
Prophylaxis in Obstetrics (ASPO) at St. 
Elizabeth Community Health Center. 


One important factor behind Lamaze — 


whether traditional, such as the ASPO classes, 
or modified, like those offered by CEA — is 
education. 


Education, authorities on the subject say, 


serves to dispel misconceptions or "old wives' 
tales" which, for ages, have shrouded the sub- 
ject of childbirth. 


When misconceptions are eliminated, so 


too is fear which causes women to become tense 
and physically resist the labor and delivery 
processes. 


Tension and resistance can result in un- 


necessary pain, it is theorized. 


Nothing Known 


"None of us, no matter what our education 


is. knows anything about childbirth," said Mary 
Alinder, founder of the Lincoln CEA classes and 
one of its instructors. 


"If you know exactly what's going on during 


labor then you're not afraid." 


"I don't think in five weeks (during the 


series of classes) I can take away completely 
someone's fears, I'm no psychiatrist." said 
Mrs. Kenney, instructor of ASPO classes, "but I 
can play it down." 


The second key element to Lamaze is 


relaxation training, which goes hand in hand 
with education. 


During the CEA and ASPO classes, Lamaze 


couples are taught muscle relaxation techniques 
which, when practiced daily and perfected, 
result in controlled body relaxation. 


Each wife is coached by her husband in at- 


taining total body relaxation and is tested by 
him for relaxation control. When she is asked by 
him to contract an arm or leg, the rest of her 
body must remain heavy, limber — relaxed. 


The principle is the same during labor. 


When the uterus contracts, the rest of the body 
should remain relaxed through a trained or con- 
ditioned response. 


However, because relaxation alone often is 


not enough to cope with labor and delivery, 
various breathing patterns also are incorporated 
into the Lamaze technique. 


"What we try to do is keep a person 


progressively busy, so she can't perceive pain," 
Mrs. Alinder said. "Your perception is limited. 
You have to tune in on one thing, so we tune in 
on the breathing techniques. 


Breathing More Difficult 


"The breathing becomes progressively 


more difficult and takes so much more concen- 
tration that you can stay with even the biggest 
contraction." 


"It's not something just psychological." 


said Mrs. Kenney. "There are sound reasons" 
for the success of the techniques. 


"Our brain works best when we get one 


message" and. when trained in Lamaze, relaxa- 
tion is a woman's first response during labor, 
she said.

about the quality of life" in Lin- 
coln. 


And that, she declared,

has increased from about 290 
hours last December to more 
than 1,500 in May, she said.

Gutierrez told a 
band of cheering followers 


The specific applicability (of

place would depend first of all 
on local initiative — the people 
desiring to change their own 
situation by whatever means 
necessary, ballots or bullets or 
whatever." 


He added he did not expect a 


violent revolution any time soon 
so winning elections is the only 
way. And that's what he has 
been doing. Gutierrez was 
elected Zavala County judge last 
November in this town whose 
population is 80% Mexican- 
American.

The federal funds are used for 
various antipoverty programs, 
including a $150,000 grant for a 
health clinic. Gutierrez’ wife, 
Luz, is acting head of the 
program under a $24,000 annual 
salary, but construction was 
halted three months ago because 
funds ran out. 


Kingsbery said 150 families 
moved out of town during 1971 
to put their children in other 
schools following a sweep by 
Raza Unida, with Gutierrez as 
chairman, of the school board 
election. He said persons not 
financially able to move founded 
a private school at the Baptist 
and .Methodist churches. 


“ People are scared to death to 
be quoted and I ’m not,’’ 
Kingsbery said. “I’ve been on 
television and I’ve been on radio 
and I haven’t had a window 
broken out. Usually when 
somebody opposes, especially 
Mexican-Americans, they’ll have 
a rock thrown through their win­ 
dow.” 


Gutierrez said the fears were 
unfounded and Americans need 
to recognize the Cuban govern­ 
ment and learn from socialism 
rather than distrust something 
they know nothing about.

Old people are only old when 


they give up. Anyone who wants 
to see a gathering of old people 
who are not old should check out 
the local Senior Fair, as I did last 
week. 


Two of my associates in a ger- 


ontology seminar work at RSVP 
in Broward County. They are so 
proud of their seniors that they 
invited me to attend the Second 
Annual Senior Fair RSVP 
Recognition Program last week. 


The vice mayor of Fort 


Lauderdale cut the ribbon to 
open the fair at 10 o'clock in the 
morning, and the full schedule of 
events didn't conclude until 
almost 4 p.m. when the last of 
the 1,500 participants and spec- 
tators set out for home. 


All day long there was a steady 


stream of visitors to the War 
Memorial Auditorium to see the 
exhibits, buy from the crafts 
booths, and watch the seniors' 
entertainment program, which 
followed the noontime "Picnic 
in the Park." 


This fair was sponsored by the 


Service Agency for Senior 
Citizens, which, in Broward 
County, sponsors the County 
Nutrition Program and the 
RSVP Program. 


Every day, the Broward Nutri- 


tion Program serves ap- 
proximately 1,100 hot meals in 
13 centers. The meals which are 
contracted for with ARA Co., 
and are prepared at Broward 
Community College and 
delivered hot to the 13 sites, cost 
approximately $1.50 each, but no 
charge is made. 


Participants pay what they can 


afford. All participants are 
screened. Once admitted to the 
program, they are provided for 
every weekday, unless they 
notify the authorities that they 
will be absent. 


If they fail to inform those in 


charge when they are going to 


miss a meal, they must go 
through 
readmittance 


procedures. This is to protect the 
organization from having wasted 
meals. 


The program coordinator is 


paid, as are the site managers. 
They are directed by elected site 
councils of participants, which 
meet regularly to discuss the 
program and such things as 
menus and complaints. 


Invariably the sites develop an 


esprit de corps, which is 
reflected in the site booths at the 
recent fair. Seniors from the 
various sites have developed 
crafts groups and other mutually 
supportive activities. 


They brought craft items, 


plants, cooked foods to the fair 
to sell to raise money for site 
social activities. In essence, each 
site has become a mini-senior 
center. 


A related service, which RSVP 


directs, is Senior Companions. 
Each senior companion takes 
meals to five persons who are 
temporarily unable to attend the 
nearby nutrition center 


Each day the senior compa- 


nion stays to eat with one of the 
clients and helps out in that 
home. The normal working 
hours are 11-3, but RSVP signs 
up these paid helpers for their 
extra hours of work so that they 
can be insured through the agen- 
cy.. 


The whole atmosphere of the 


Broward Senior Fair reflects the 
great rapport which exists 
between the senior service agen- 
cies in that county and the 
seniors whom they serve. 


It was exciting to see the 


enthusiasm of the seniors, par- 
ticipating at the fair, helping 
each other, interacting in a hap- 
py, busy, useful way that made 
them all old people who are not 
old.

But the even-money favorite of the 


Memorial Day crowd of 26,793, 
Promised City broke last in the eight- 
horse field and never really 
threatened. He finished a poor fifth — 
beaten almost six lengths by a horse 
who has never even been a favorite in 
seven 1975 outings. 


"I told Alan to lay back fourth or 


fifth down the backside (of the mile 
and 70-yard chase).

Driver Bobby Unser and car builder Dan Gurney stuck with 


"experience" to win the 500-mile race Sunday at the In- 
dianapolis Motor Speedway. 


Both shunned newer body designs and engines and used, 


basically, a car designed back in 1971. They combined it with a 
little luck to get Unser his second 500 victory and Gurney's first 
as a car builder. 


"It's reliability has been proven almost to the point of ob- 


solesense," Gurney said of the Eagle chassis long before race 
day. "The car going out of style, so to speak, has a better chance 
of winning the race, I believe, than a new model coming along." 
He was alluding to A. J. Foyt's new Coyote. 


"But given the old, proven model, or the new one with 


maybe more potential, I'd stick with experience." 


"We've been the fastest here before, and we've led a lot of 


laps," Unser added. "But I think we've got the car to be first 
here this year." 


It was with that philosophy that the Gurney-Unser team 


prepared methodically for the race, even to the point of outward 
relaxation that caused rivals to say "they're so ready it's almost 
spooky." 


May Go For National Title 


The victory for the two may ease the financial crisis enough 


that they'll go all-out for the national United States Auto Club 
championship. 


Following Unser's title won last year after a six-year 


drought, he expressed concern over the possibility the money 
wouldn't be available for such a try. 


"The root of all good these days is money," Unser said. 


"Right now, we don't have enough money to mount a season- 
long campaign for another title. 


"Unless things change, we'll be severely handicapped. To - 


win a championship, you have to run all the races on the 
schedule. And that takes money, gobs of it. We may not be able 
to make them all." 


After Sunday's windfall, the victorious pair will have to sit 


down and take another look at the championship series, which 
includes 11 races. 


The next 500-miler will be at Pocono in the mountains of 


Pennsylvania. Meanwhile, it will be interesting to see what kind 
of a field shows up next week at Milwaukee. 


The Money Woes 


Gurney hit the jackput after he retired as a driver late in the 


1960s. He built 60 of his famed "Eagles" during the next four 
years, but because of lack of money none were put together for 
this year's race. The "experienced" ones, however, made up 27 
of the total cars entered this year and 16 of them made the field. 


The Unser-Gurney money problems started when Gurney's 


long-time sponsor Oscar M. Olson, dropped out of racing after 
the 1974 season. 


Olson's business is steel and toilet seats. His steel interests 


were affected by the economic disaster that struck the auto in- 
dustry. The slump in the building trades hit his toilet seat 
business. 


Gurney's shop in Santa Ana, Calif., has been the/leading 


manufacturer of Indanapolis-type cars for years. His new backer 
is Jorgensen Steel. 


Dick King, executive director of USAC, thinks money 


problems facing all car builders, owners and drivers are the 
result of lack of coordination in engine sizes which led to varied 
horsepower. 


He said some racing sanctioning bodies let design of engines 


go unrestricted. "There is an effort now to bring the major 
forms of racing back to a common formula — competitive 
engine sizes, similar chassis designs and even integrated circuits 
that would be directed toward a North American driving cham- 
pionship," he pointed out.

Explosion Rocks Boats, 
Islanders Win Raft Race

Schuyler — The Schuyler 


Jaycee's first annual Platte 
River Raft Race started 12 miles 
upstream from here with a real 
bang Sunday. Two bangs, in fact. 


Two of the 100-plus rafts blew 


up in the hot sun while awaiting 
the noon start. 


One of the rafts belonged to a 


pair of Lincolnites, Dave 
Hutchinson and Vernon Mares, 
who were among the favorites to 
win the race. The Lincoln duo no 
more than picked up their new 
raft (bought just for the race) 
when a seam blew out of the 
side. 


Not ones to give up, Hutchin- 


son and Mares tned to make it 
down river on the half-raft 
remaining. It resembled trying 
to stand up in a hammock in 40 
mph winds It didn't work 


Some minutes after the start, 


the Platte was dotted with rafts 
for miles downstream. The 
never-give-up Lincolnites 
happened across another raft, 
pumped it up and determinedly 
put it in the water The field had 
a 33-mmute head start 


Meanwhile, another raft of 


favorites. Grand Island's Wayne 
Bockmann and George Hassel, 
was well on its way The pair had 
won the Missouri River Raft 
Race in last year's men's com- 
petition, but they had never 
been on this stretch of Platte 
before 


"It was our first time down 


this part," Hassel said 


"But we read the river real 


good," Bockmann added. 


The two stayed in the river's 


main channel all the way to the 
finish line, some two hours, 40 
minutes from the start. The se- 
cond place finishers, Ponca's 


Ron McGill and Roger 
Bostwick, were well behind. 


' That's 100 per cent of the 


race, reading the river," Hassel 
explained "Every time you miss 
the channel, it slows you down " 


Although it probably doesn't 


look like it, it's actually faster to 
keep in the channel and go three 
blocks out of your way than it is 
to carry your raft 100 yards over 
a sandbar," Bockmann said. 


"We only had to get out of the 


raft once and that was right up 
there," he added, pointing to a 
shallow sandbar which blocked 
the entrance to the finishing 
channel. 


The winners are 36 and 35 


years old but showed the 
numerous younger entrants the 
importance of timing and 
teamwork in river racing 


"We canoe together, fish 


together and that helps," Hassel 
said "Timing is very important. 
You both hit the water together 
and pull together. That's how 
you get your speed." 


Both of the Grand Island' 


champs agreed the Platte race is 
considerably different from the 
Missouri River Race in late 
summer. 


"The Missouri is more just 


going out and doing it," Hassel 
pointed out. "You don't have to 
read the river there. It's all 
timing " 


Timing wasn't part of the race 


for the Lincolnites still stroking 
away, however. Poor timing on 
the raft explosion cost them a 
place in the money They finally 
finished, still among the top 40 
rafts to cross the hne, in just un- 
der two hours and 50 minutes. 


"We could have done better," 


Hutchinson grinned. 


"Yen. we tried a few shortcuts 


and took a few chances," Mares

job, but it was practically from 
scratch. 


Carter, the 1974 rookie of the- 


year at Indy when he finished 
seventh, nearly demolished the 
car in a wreck during practice 
last Thursday. But he started 
Sunday's race in his proper po- 
sition on the outside of the sixth 
row and finished fourth. All 
without a single practice or test 
run 


"It was nearly incredible," a 


crewman on Carter's team said. 


"It felt real good," Carter said 
"We had no major problem, 
really." 


The 24-year old son of a for- 


mer Indy driver Duane Carter 
Sr ran 169 laps in the rain- 
shortened race. He said the car, 
an Offenhauser-powered Eagle, 
finally became "competitive" 
after the third pit stop, when the 
weight jack was adjusted. 


The crew worked on the car 


with almost no sleep through 
three nights. "We started it for 
the first time at 8:30 race mor- 
ning," said Lee Osborne, one of 
the crew members. "For a car 
put together without a lap in it. 
it ran pretty good." 


Carter whacked the outside 


wall coming out of turn one and 
wound up a water-filled ditch in 


the infield just moments before 
Thursday's final round of prac- 
tice ended. 


His crew took the mangled 


shell and crushed pieces of the 
white junkheap that had quali- 
fied for the field at 183.449 miles 
per hour to a garage 15 miles 
from the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway They then rebuilt it 
by salvaging what they could 
from the wrecked hulk, using 
parts from their backup car 
which failed to make the race 
and pieced it together like a 
jigsaw puzzle. 


"That just shows you what 


racing is all about," Carter said 
with a smile. "When I wrecked 
the car I was plenty worried. But 
they told me it would be ready 
and I took them at their word "

Schuyler — The Schuyler 
Jaycee’s first annual Platte 
River Raft Race started 12 miles 
upstream from here with a real 
bang Sunday. Two bangs, in fact. 
Two of the 100-plus rafts blew 
up in the hot sun while awaiting 
the noon start. 


One of the rafts belonged to a 
pair of Lincolnites, Dave 
Hutchinson and Vernon Mares, 
who were among the favorites to 
win the race. The Lincoln duo no 
more than picked up their new 
raft (bought just for the race) 
when a seam blew out of the 
side. 


Not ones to give up, Hutchin­ 
son and Mares tried to make it 
down river on the half-raft 
remaining. It resembled trying 
to stand up in a hammock in 40 
mph winds. It didn’t work. 
Some minutes after the start, 
the Platte was dotted with rafts 
for miles downstream. The 
never-give-up Lincolnites 
happened across another raft, 
pumped it up and determinedly 
put it in the water. The field had 
a 33-minute head start. 
.Meanwhile, another raft of 
favorites. Grand Island’s Wayne 
Bockmann and George Hassel, 
was well on its way. The pair had 
won the Missouri River Raft 
Race in last year’s men’s com­ 
petition, but they had never 
been on this stretch of Platte 
before. 
“ It was our first time dowm 
this part,’’ Hassel said. 
“ But we read the river real 
good,” Bockmann added. 
The two stayed in the river’s 
main channel all the way to the 
finish line, some two hours, 40 
minutes from the start. The se­ 
cond place finishers, Ponca’s 


Ron M cG ill and Roger 
Bostwick, were well behind. 


“That’s 100 per cent of the 
race, reading the river,” Hassel 
explained. “Every time you miss 
the channel, it slows you down." 
Although it probably doesn’t 
look like it, it’s actually faster to 
keep in the channel and go three 
blocks out of your way than it is 
to carry your raft 100 yards over 
a sandbar,” Bockmann said. 
“ We only had to get out of the 
raft once and that was right up 
there,” he added, pointing to a 
shallow sandbar which blocked 
the entrance to the finishing 
channel. 
The winners are 36 and 35 
years old but showed the 
numerous younger entrants the 
importance of timing and 
teamwork in river racing. 
“ We canoe together, fish 
together and that helps,” Hassel 
said. “Timing is very important. 
You both hit the water together 
and pull together. That’s how 
you get your speed.” 


Both of the Grand Island’ 
champs agreed the Platte race is 
considerably different from the 
Missouri River Race in late 
summer. 


“The Missouri is more just 
going out and doing it,” Hassel 
pointed out. “ You don’t have to 
read the river there. It’s all 
timing.” 
Timing wasn’t part of the race 
for the Lincolnites still stroking 
away, however. Poor timing on 
the raft explosion cost them a 
place in the money. They finally 
fini.shed, still among the top 40 
rafts to cross the line, in just un­ 
der two hours and 50 minutes. 
“We could have done better,” 
Hutchinson grinned. 
“Yeh, we tried a few shortcuts 
and took a few chances,” Mares 
Sooners Advance To Omaha 
Norman, Okla. (AP) — Bob 
Shirley mowed down 14 straight 
Tulsa batters to allow Oklahoma 
tp complete a sweep of a 
doubleheader with a 8-5 victory 
as the Sooners won their fourth 
consecutive NCAA .Midwest 
Regional baseball tournament in 
comeback fashion Monday after­ 
noon. 
The Sooners, on the ropes 
after dropping a 4-3 verdict to 
Tulsa on Sunday, came back 
with a 2-1 win in Monday’s first 
game as Ken Palmer tossed a 
three-hitter. 
Shirley was overpowering 
after he came on with one out in 
the fifth as he struck out nine of 
the 14 batters he faced to push 
his season strikeout total to 116, 
breaking the school record of 115 
set by Jackson Todd. The win 
was Shirley’s 13th this season 
and 31st on his career at 
Oklahoma, both school records. 
Tulsa went ahead 3-0 in the 
top of the first with Ed Stephen- 
soyn contributing a two-run single 


and added a run in the second 
for a 4-2 advantage. 
But the Sooners scored one in 
the bottom of the second on a 
bases-Ioaded walk and took the 
lead for good with three runs in 
the third. Bill Sevems provided 
the big blow with a two-run 
single.

Quick Repair Pleases Carter 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - 
Some teams spend months pre­ 
paring a car just to qualify for 
the Indianapolis 500, but Duan 
“Pancho” Carter’s crew had 
three days to build a car for the 
race itself. 
Actually, it was a rebuilding 
job, but it was practically from 
scratch. 
Carter, the 1974 rookie of the- 
year at Indy when he finished 
seventh, nearly demolished the 
car in a wreck during practice 
last Thursday. But he started 
Sunday’s race in his proper po­ 
sition on the outside of the sixth 
row and finished fourth. All 
without a single practice or test 
run. 
“ It was nearly incredible,” a 
crewman on Carter’s team said. 


“ It felt real good,” Carter said. 
“We had no major problem, 
really.” 
The 24-year old son of a for­ 
mer Indy driver Duane Carter 
Sr. ran 169 laps in the rain- 
shortened race. He said the car, 
an Offenhauser-powered Eagle, 
finally became “competitive” 
after the third pit stop, when the 
weight jack was adjusted. 
The crew worked on the car 
with almost no sleep through 
three nights. “We started it for 
the first time at 8:30 race mor­ 
ning,” said Lee Osborne, one of 
the crew members. “For a car 
put together without a lap in it, 
it ran pretty good.” 
Carter wiiacked the outside 
wall coming out of turn one and 
wound up a water-filled ditch in 


the infield just moments before 
Thursday’s final round of prac­ 
tice ended. 
His crew took the mangled 
shell and crushed pieces of the 
white junkheap that had quali­ 
fied for the field at 183.449 miles 
per hour to a garage 15 miles 
from the Indianapolis Motor 
Speedway. They then rebuilt it 
by salvaging what they could 
from the wrecked hulk, using 
parts from their backup car 
which failed to make the race 
and pieced it together like a 
jigsaw puzzle. 
“That just shows you what 
racing is all about,” Carter said 
with a smile. “ When I wrecked 
the car I was plenty worried. But 
they told me it would be ready 
and I took them at their word.”

Struempler has been checking 
the samples for metallic content, 
and the baseline data he 
develops could be of major im­ 
portance when the Wyoming 
power plants go into full oper­ 
ation.

well be the document used to see 
what, if any, changes the plants’ 
emissions will have on the quali­ 
ty of air and precipitation in the 
Panhandle. 
From the data, Struempler 
has already concluded that 
Chadron’s air and precipitation 
are not as pure as that found in 
some remote areas such as the 
South Pole, but considerably 
cleaner that that in most met­ 
ropolitan areas. 
The study also revealed the 
presence of most trace metals 
found in both the water and 
precipitation are derived from 
the soil. 
Struempler says more infor­ 
mation is needed on chemical 
composition of underground wa­ 
ter for pollution studies.

Liquor Problem Gone; 
Bishop Cites Method 


Deaths And Funerals 


Omaha (AP) — Nebraska 


Episcopal Bishop Robert P. 
Varley says a tough-minded ap- 
proach helped him overcome 
alcoholism. 


Varley, 53, leader of 65 


parishes and missions in 
Nebraska, said he was given 
nothing to ease the discomfort of 
withdrawal last winter during a 
six-week stay at the Hazelden 
Foundation's alcoholic treat- 
ment center in Center City, 
Minn. 


When he pleaded for 


something late at night, he said a 
nurse told him: "Get this towel 
wet and cold, put it on your eyes 
and go back to bed. stupid." 


Varley said the treatment 


shocked him enough "to realize I 
was acting foolishly." 


After entering the center, 


Varley discovered he was also 
hooked on mood-altering drugs. 


The bishop had been a social 


drinker for many years. His 
problems with alcohol, he said, 
were primarily related to 
sedative drugs prescribed to ease 
the pain of numerous kidney 
stones and migraine headaches 
he has suffered since 1947. 


The situation was further com- 


plicated when high blood 
pressure was discovered in 1972. 
requiring additional drugs. 


When he entered the center,

taking six prescribed 
he was 
drugs. 


Without the drugs, Bishop 


Varley said, he no longer has a 
desire for alcohol. 


In fact, the day he returned 


from the treatment center, he 
suffered a severe heart attack 
and refused pain killing drugs, 
"much to the consternation of 
the physicians," he said. 


Varley said he is one of out of 


10 persons whose liver does not 
respond in normal fashion to 
drugs and that instead of helping 
the situation, they compound it. 


Bishop Varley said he was 


willing to risk telling his story 
because he wants to help other 
persons who may be in the situa- 
tion he was in.
